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A Principle Has Been Laid Down 


Gov . DiSaUe’s special messages hav e been 
coming along so thick and fast they aren’t 
getting the attention they deserv e. 
His message on conflict of interests in'gov ­ 
ernment will bear re-reading from time to 
time, which may hav e been his motiv e in 
getting it on the official record. 
No member of his official family and no 
Ohioan who holds any political position of 
importance can claim, in the ev ent of trou­ 
ble, that he did not know how the gov ernor 
of the state felt about the importance of a 
public trust. 
“ The public employ e’s responsibility to his 
public trust must be undiv ided” is the theme 
of the DiSalle pronouncement on conflict of 
interests in gov ernment. 
In the bill that accompanied the special 
message, it is made clear that this would 
mean, if enacted, a purification of interests 
so widespread that no conflicts would re­ 
main. 
On the supposition that no man can serv e 
two masters whose interests are not identi­ 


cal, ev ery man in a position of trust would 
be required to choose whether his master 
would be the public and if so to forswear 
all others while in public office. 
It goes without say ing that such a proposal 
will find scant fav or in a General Assembly 
heav ily populated w ith members who do jiot 
think of their legislativ e duty as a major in­ 
terest in v iew of the fact it takes a minor 
part of their time. But it also goes without 
say ing that members of the General .Assem­ 
bly and all other Ohio officials now know 
what the official climate is. 
“ I said in my State of the State mes­ 
sage,” Gov . DiSalle recalled, “ that it was 
my hope that we could dev elop an ‘esprit de 
corps,’ a pride in being affiliated with public 
serv ice. This we can accomplish in part by 
establishing high standards of conduct; stand­ 
ards that will apply to all equally ; standards 
that will assure the indiv idual’s complete de­ 
v otion to his primary obligation to the state.”

All Out Of The Same Purse 


A proper apology has been made to Ohio 
State Univ ersity by J erome Ellison, who con­ 
fused it with Ohio Univ ersity in the Saturday 
Ev ening Post, but there is much more to be 
considered here than an author’s error. 
It is to be hoped Ohio will consider the 
author’s contention that money is being spent 
on facilities for higher education in many tax - 
supported colleges and univ ersities that is not 
pay ing off in educational results because there 
are too many high-jinks and not enough study . 
Whether one particular outburst of high- 
jinks in Ohio occurred at Ohio Univ ersity or 
Ohio State Univ ersity is immaterial. Both are 
tax -supported. The money is all out of the 
same purse. 
Since this is budget time in Columbus and 
Ohio has six institutions of higher learning 
drawing on tax pay ers for support, it is time­ 
ly to be reminded that Bowling Green, Kent, 
Miami, Ohio Univ ersity , Ohio State Univ ersity 
and Central State College are in the budget 
for close to 9 9 ^ million dollars — consider­ 
ably less than they requested for the biennium 


but 100 million dollars to all intents and pur­ 
poses. 
This is a major item. It justifies major 
curiosity about educational policy — not that 
one article in one magazine has raised ques­ 
tions that no one ev er raised before but that 
the author, who is on the faculty of Indiana 
State Univ ersity , has raised questions that 
ev ery body has a right to raise when tax 
money is being spent. 
Is there something wrong with admittance 
standards and performance requirements in 
tax -supported schools that may be causing 
tax pay ers to put out substantial sums of 
money for the sake of education that simply 
cannot be shown to be producing any real ed­ 
ucation because “ students” are not being re­ 
quired to do any real work? 
Ohio tax pay ers do not care whether there 
was a minor mix up in the identity of one of 
their tax -supported schools. They hav e a pow­ 
erful financial reason to wonder if J erome 
Ellison’s question: “ Are We making a Play ­ 
ground Out of College?” can be answered No 
in the case of Ohio’s tax -supported colleges.

Yet there are thous­ 
ands of families of unemploy ed 
men who need this sustenance but 
w’ill hav e to grov el or sell their 
toasters, TV sets or old washing 
machines and prov e themselv es ab­ 
solutely destitute before they can 
get what is stored up in federal 
binds. 
It takes a trip such as I’v e just 
made through this land to see per­ 
sonally 
that 
in 
these 
pov erty , 
pockets in the midst of our v ery 
real boom are an estimated one 
million of the fiv e million jobless. 
The>* need help desperately . 


THEY’VE BEEN out of work so 
long, they ’ll be hungry —real 1930 
ty pe 
hungry —in 
the 
nex t 
six 
months. 
But it’s a rare community —pos­ 
sibly only Bristol, Pa.—which has 
set up efficient offices to apply 
for the surplus foods and dis­ 
tribute them in such hard hit areas 
as Pennsy lv ania, Northern N ew 
York, and Michigan. 
Yet the gov ernment’s Commod­ 
ity Credit Corp.—official keeper of 
the stores—now has ov er nine bil­ 
lion dollars worth of foods such 
as dried milk, soy beans, cheese, 
meats and wheat on hand. By J une 
1960, this v ast surplus stockpile 
of edibles (and a few* other com­ 
modities such as cotton) will hit 
10’ 2 billion dollars. 
And just imagine, the sheer cost 
of keeping this stuff from rotting 
each y ear could feed most of the 
unemploy ed. Gov ernment records 
rev eal that in the 1959 fiscal y ear 
it will pay 850 million ddlars for 
storage, transportation and inter­ 
est on the surpluses. Nex t y ear 
this cost will jump to $1,200,000,000 
just for the handling of stuff which 
apparently will nev er be eaten by 
any one. 


THIS MONEY has absolutely 
nothing to do with the cost of pur­ 
chasing the surpluses—it’s just the 
handling charges, 
1 e t me re­ 
emphasize. 
But despite the need of those 
caught in the nation’s pov erty 
pockets, only a few million dollars 
worth of this gargantuan store of 
staples has been distributed this 
y ear. 
The AFL-CIO Community Serv ­ 
ices Committee, headed by Leo 
Perils, reports that some of t h e 
neediest unemploy ed will go along 
on meager diets rather than see 
themselv es left with just meager 
shreds o f dignity .

ALL THIS—and more—w*ill be 
spoken of bitterly at the AFL- 
CIO unemploy ment demonstration 
in Washington which labor’s four- 
man task force planned in detail 
in W’ashington on Wednesday . 


From all ov er the nation, rep­ 
resentativ es of jobless councils will 
COTn e by plane, train and chartered 
bus to hear speakers demand a 
national moratorium on debts of 
the unemploy ed. 
They will hear pleas for a holi­ 
day on tax es in the form of re­ 
duced withholding amounts from 
pay env elopes each week. Orators 
will urge a free medical plan tied 
to the distribution of surplus foods 
and free legal aid and psy cholog­ 
ical guidance for families hit by 
the strains of sudden pov erty . 
'There will be calls for the kind 
of laws 
y ou 
would 
ex pect a 
“ march” on Washington to de­ 
mand. There will be a surplus of 
such demands—but, 
agree with 
them or not, let’s get those billions 
of dollars worth of foods from the 
federal bins to the breadbaskets 
of the folks who need our help. 


West’s Two Victories

Nikita Khrushchev ’s back - and- 
forth v erbal gy mnastics during the 
v isit to Russia of Prime Minister 
Macmillan hav e largely obscured 
two dev elopments greatly fav ora­ 
ble to the anti-Communist cause. 
First, Britain and Egy pt hav e 
formally resumed relations, both 
diplomatic and economic, after a 
three-y ear break begun by Gamal 
Abdel Nasser’s seizure of the Suez 
Canal and intensified by the abor­ 
tiv e British - French - Israeli at­ 
tempt to rev erse that action by 
armed force. 
Second, the Island of C>*prus has 
finally attained political independ­ 
ence with two effects greatly im­ 
portant to the NATO Alliance for 
defense of W’estern Europe and the 
Near East against Communism. 
Britain has gained undisputed 
title to nav al and air bases on 
Cj*prus, its last remaining military 
stronghold in the eastern Mediter­ 
ranean. And a sav age feud be­ 
tween the United States’ two most 
important 
Middle 
E a s t allies, 
Greece and Turkey , has been ami­ 
cably resolv ed. 


THE BRITISH-EGYPTIAN set­ 
tlement is peculiarly 
a triumph 
for the Eisenhower a<hninistration 
which, from the day the Suez fight­ 
ing ended, has labored without 
stint to bind 
up 
the 
resultant 
wounds. 
American cash 
and know-how 
combined to c l e a r obstructions 
from the Suez Canal many months 
earlier than had been generally 
predicted. And settlements of first 
French and then British claims 
resulting from the Canal seizure 
were negotiated by Eugene Black.

Sov iet Play s ‘Dictator Diplomacy ’ 


The Berlin crisis is running true 
to form. J ust as it appears to be 
coming to a climax that could 
mean war, the Sov iet bluffer-in­ 
chief 
retreats 
a bit. This is

ing. w'hich is 
h i s t orically 
knowTi as dic- 
t a t orship di­ 
plomacy . 
The 
Sov iet

say s that the 
May 27 dead- Dav id Lawrence 
line on forcing Western troops out 
of Berlin can be mov ed forw’ard if 
“ sensible negotiations” are under 
way with the Western powers. 
Prime Minister Macmillan is hail­ 
ed as hav ing won this important 
“ concession” f r o m Khrushchev 
during his recent v isit to Moscow. 
The mov es in the chess gsune 
are all too palpable. The British 
prime minister has said that the 
West might ev en be willing to puU 
some of its troops away from West 
Germany prov ided the Russians 
pulled away from East Germany . 
This is a form of “ disengage­ 
ment” W'hich has been debated for 
many months. In essence, it means 
a retreat and withdrawal by the 
West in the face of Sov ’iet pres­ 
sure. It may not make the West 
Germans happy but it satisfies the 
peace-at-any -price sentiment inside 
Britain, w'here the British prime 
minister faces political opposition 
from the appeaser group all the 
time. 


MEANWHILE, President Eisen­ 
hower at his press conference last 
week was careful not to criticize 
the British prime minister’s mis­ 
sion or its results because, after 
all, the purpose of the v isit was 
solely to elicit information as to 
the Kremlin ruler’s attitude rather 
than to reach agreements. As a 
piece of probing of the other side’s 
intentions, it was to some degree 
successful. 
Mr. Macmillan can also retreat 
if need be when he finds the Amer­ 
ican, French and West German 
v iew to be in accord with the mili­ 
tary recommendations of Gen. Nor- 
stad, commander of the NATO 
forces. 
Military men of the West don’t 
think it helps the morale of their 
forces to be withdrawing Allied 
troops from West Germany under 
pressure from Moscow. 
Coincidentally in this country , 
the secretary of defense, 
Neil 
McElroy , at a news conference 
gav e the impression that, far from 
retreating, the United States in­ 
tends to adv ocate resistance by 
force should there be any attempt 
to compel the Allied troops to get 
out of Berlin in v iolation of the 


ex isting four-power wartime agree­ 
ment. 
Mr. McElroy said frankly that, 
if fighting breaks out ov er Berlin, 
he doesn’t “ quite see how y ou 
could av oid 
inv olv ing 
Russian 
forces,” and that it would be “ v ery 
difficult to keep at a limited war.” 
He added that “ We do not see our­ 
selv es fighting Russia” in any thing 
that could be called a small war. 


THE SECRETARY also remark­ 
ed that, while there would be re­ 
luctance to use nuclear weapons, 
they certainly would be used if 
necessary but that he hoped that 
the friction ov er Berlin “ would not 
get to the point where that kind of 
war action would be required.” 
So from one side comes the us­ 
ual pressure to win concessions by 
threat - of - war and bluff tactic.s. 
From the other side comes the firm 
language of potential resistance so 
that the Sov iets will not miscalcu­ 
late and, in the belief that there 
would be no resistance at all, take 
some step that would bring on war. 
One reason for the cockiness of 
the Sov iets is the reported belief 
in the Kremlin that the American 
people v oted against the Eisenhow­ 
er administration in the 1958 elec­ 
tions and that in 1960 a Democratic 
administration is coming 
i n t o 
power which will be fav orable to 
Moscow. 
This impression has been giv en 
by the public utterances of some 
Democratic members of Congress 
but it by no means reflects accu­ 
rately the ov erwhelming sentiment 
of the Democratic party . There is 
ev ery reason to believ e that the 
majority in Congress are behind 
the 
administration 
in its firm 
policy . 


PRESIDENT 
EISENHOWER’S 
call of congressional leaders to a 
White House conference Friday to 
discuss the Berlin problem is de­ 
signed, as w’as the National Se­ 
curity Council meeting last wedc, 
to disabuse the minds of the Rus­ 
sians that the American gov ern­ 
ment is disunited on its policy of 
potential resistance to any forced 
withdrawal of Allied troops from 
• Berlin. 
There is. moreov er, in Moscow 
at the moment the mistaken belief 
that the British v iewpoint may tend 
to div erge from the American. 
’This, too, is a fallacy , for, when 
the chips are down, it is most like­ 
ly that the Western Allies will be 
found united. 
In the face of such unity , the 
Sov iet gov ernment may content it­ 
self with handing ov er paper sov ­ 
ereignty to the East German gov ­ 
ernment and then asking the Unit­ 
ed Nations to settle the status of 
Berlin. 
Such a dev elopment, while Incon­ 
clusiv e, could at least av ert a war 
and leav e the ultimate disposition 
of Berlin to be negotiated ov er a 
long period of time.

A proper apology has been m ade to Ohio

It is to be hoped Ohio wall consider the 


author’s contention that money is being spent 


on facilities for higher education in many tax- 


supported colleges and universities that is not 


paying off in educational results because there 
are too many high-jinks and not enough study. 
W hether one particular outburst of high- 
jinks in Ohio occurred at Ohio University or 
Ohio State University is im m aterial. Both are 
tax-supported. The money is all out of the 
sam e purse. 
Since this is budget tim e in Columbus and 
Ohio has six institutions of higher learning 
drawing on taxpayers for support, it is tim e­ 
ly to be rem inded that Bowling Green. Kent, 
Miami, Ohio University, Ohio State University 
and Central State College are in the budget

As a 
piece of probing of the other side’s 
intentions, it was to some degree 
successful. 
Mr. Macmillan can also retreat 
if need be when he finds the Amer­ 
ican, French and West German 
view to be in accord with the m ili­ 
tary recommendations of Gen. Nor- 
stad, 
com m ander of the NATO 
forces. 
M ilitary men of the West don’t 
think it helps the m orale of their 
forces to be withdrawing Allied 
troops from Wrest Germ any under 
pressure from Moscow. 
Coincidentally in this country, 
the 
secretary 
of defense, 
Neil 
McElroy, at a news conference 
gave the impression that, far from 
retreating, the United States in­ 
tends to advocate resistance by 
force should there be any attem pt 
to compel the Allied troops to get 
out of Berlin in violation of the 


existing four-power wartim e agree­ 
ment. 
Mr. McElroy said frankly that, 
if fighting breaks out over Berlin, 
he doesn’t “quite see how you 
could 
avoid 
involving 
Russian 
forces,” and that it would be “very 
difficult to keep at a limited war ” 
He added that “ We do not see our­ 
selves fighting Russia” in anything 
that could be called a small war. 


THE SECRETARY also remark­ 
ed that, while there would be re ­ 
luctance to use nuclear weapons, 
they certainly would be used if 
necessary but that he hoped that 
the friction over Berlin “would not 
get to the point where that kind of 
war action would be required.” 
So from one side comes the us­ 
ual pressure to win concessions by 
threat - of - war and bluff tactics. 
From the other side comes the firm 
language of potential resistance so 
that the Soviets will not m iscalcu­ 
late and. in the belief that there 
would be no resistance at all, take 
some step that would bring on war. 
One reason for the cockiness of 
the Soviets is the reported belief 
in the Kremlin that the American 
people voted against the Eisenhow­ 
er adm inistration in the 1958 elec­ 
tions and that in 1960 a Dem ocratic 
adm inistration 
is 
coming 
i n t o 
power which will be favorable to 
Moscow. 
This impression has been given 
by the public utterances of some 
Dem ocratic m em bers of Congress 
but it by no m eans reflects accu­ 
rately the overwhelming sentim ent 
of the Dem ocratic party. There is 
every reason to believe that the 
m ajority in Congress are behind 
the 
adm inistration 
in 
its 
firm 
policy. 


PRESIDENT 
EISENHOWER'S 
call of congressional leaders to a 
White House conference Friday to 
discuss the Berlin problem is de­ 
signed, as was the National Se­ 
curity Council meeting last week, 
to disabuse the minds of the Rus­ 
sians that the American govern­ 
m ent is disunited on its policy of 
potential resistance to any forced 
withdrawal of Allied troops from 
Berlin. 
There is, m oreover, in Moscow 
at the moment the m istaken belief 
that the British viewpoint m ay tend 
to diverge from the American. 
This, too, is a fallacy, for, when 
the chips are down, it is most like­ 
ly that the W estern Allies will be 
found united. 
In the face of such unity, the 
Soviet governm ent m ay content it­ 
self with handing over paper sov­ 
ereignty to the E ast German gov­ 
ernm ent and then asking the Unit­ 
ed Nations to settle the status of 
Berlin. 
Such a development, while incon­ 
clusive, could at least avert a w ar 
and leave the ultim ate disposition 
of Berlin to be negotiated over a 
long period of time.

Solomon, whose name meant “Peace of the Lord, was 
the son of David and Bathsheba. 
As a child he was very devout, and spent many atten­ 
tive hours listening to the w'ord of God, and worshipping 
in the temple. 
In the Book of Proverhs, which he wrote when he 
became a man, he said that “By his inclinations, a child 
is known.” 
The boy Solomon's inclinations were alway s clear. 
W hile he was still a y outh, God appeared to him in a 
dream and offered him a choke among wisdom, wealth 
and power.

B ut A bsalom 
brought only grief to the king. 
It was Solomon who, even as his brother Absalom, 
listened to his father describe in glowing terms his plans 
for the temple, finally built the great edifice. 
It was Solomon, too, who listened enspelled when his 
father sometimes sang again the beautiful songs of his 
own y outh as a shepherd boy in the quiet hills of Judea. 
Stretched upon a flower-covered terrace at d usk , 
voung Solomon never tired of the psalms, though he 
knew they were sung as much to his mother Bathsheba 
as to him. And alway s, as his father laid aside the harp, 
he begged for “just one more.” 
One night David sang a new song. It was a p nyer 
for wisdom, justice and glory . “Give the king thy jud ^ 
ments, O G ^ ,” it began. And it called upon Jehovah 
to make him “as a rich cornfield in a land upon the top 
of the mountains. May his fruit rustle like Lebanon; 
and mav they blossom out of the city like the grass of 
the earth. May his name endure forever.” 
“ Is it a song about y ou, father?” asked 5>olomon. 
“No, son,” David answered “It is the Psalm of

"Av3. Solomon loved the Lord, walking In the 
statutes of David his father .. 
— I Ktngs 3 J 


Solomon, whose name meant "Peace of the Lord," was 
the son of David and Bathsheba. 
As a child he was very devout, and spent many atten­ 
tive hours listening to the word of God, and worshipping 
in the temple. 
In the Book of Proverbs, which he wrote when he 
became a man, he said that "B y his inclinations, a child 
is known.” 
The boy Solomon’s inclinations were always clear. 
W hile he was still a youth, God appeared to him in a 
dream and offered him a choice among wisdom, wealth 
and power. 
Without hesitation. Solomon chose wisdom. God was 
pleased at this. I Ie told him: 
"Because thou hast asked this thing, and hast not 
asked for thyself long life; neither hast asked riches for 
thyself, nor hast asked the life of thine enemies . . . lo, 
I have given thee a wise and understanding heart so 
that there was none like thee before thee, neither after 
thee shall any arise like unto thee.” 
God then told him that he would also give him riches 
and honor. And til is he did. 
Solomon’s father David, who all his life dreamed of 
building a magnificent temple, had hoped that his son 
Absalom would accomplish the task. But Absalom 
brought only grief to the king. 
It was Solomon who, even as his brother Absalom, 
listened to his father describe in glowing terms his plans 
for the temple, finally built the great edifice. 
It was Solomon, too, who listened enspelled when his 
father sometimes sang again the beautiful songs of his 
own youth as a shepherd boy in the quiet hills pf Judea. 
Stretched upon a flower-covered terrace at dusk, 
voung Solomon never tired of the psalms, though he 
knew they were sung as much to his mother Bathsheba 
as to him. And always, as his father laid aside the harp, 
he begged for "just one more.” 
One night David sang a new song. It was a prayer 
for wrisdom, justice and glory. "Give the king thy judg­ 
ments, O God,” it began. And it called upon Jebovan 
to make him "as a rich cornfield in a land upon the top 
of the mountains. May his fruit rustle like Lebanon; 
and mav they blossom out of the city like the grass of 
the earth. May his name endure forever.” 
"Is it a song about you, father?” asked Solomon. 
"No, son,’ David answered. "It is the Psalm of 
Solomon.”
